Mom-cot ered Keen wilt be much bene, 
ft ted by scraping awl" then white-washing 
with lime and wood ashes. 

Wood ashes are perhaps the very best 
fertilizer for strawberries, and bone flour 
or superphosphates next in value. 

If the heifer doesn't show up well with 
her first calf and give promise of being a 
profitable cow better get rid of her. 

This is the season of the year to bay 
yoar breeders for next, as now the large 
breeders are selling at bargain prices in 
order to have the room needed for the 
growing stock. 

It is always safest to take no chances 
with a bull, no matter how good his repu- 
tation beforehand. It is so often the 
'‘gentle” animals that canse accidents. 

There are two cropa which cannot as a 
rule be crown in the same parish, sheep 
and doga. Sheep are most profitable but 
dogs are the favorite with too many 
fanners. 

To in any way skrtmp the food of a 
growing animal, chicken, pig, lamb, calf 
or colt, is to invite anre loss. A thrifty, 
growing young animal, if kept thrifty and 
growing, is always a money maker. 

Autumn pruning stfengthens growth 
and invigorates old trees, if properly 
done. Cut back decaying branches, thin 
out the others and the fruit will be much 
larger and ot fine flavor. This is particu- 
larly true of peach trees. 

The grower who wil! sort his apples in- 
to two or more grades, packed well, will 
get more money for his fruit than the one 
who throws all kinds together into a bar- 
rel and places a layer of the best ones on 
top. 

Where it is at all possible to have the 
land ready, it is better to plant apple and 
pear trees in the fall than in the spring. 
Peach trees and other stone fruits are bet- 
ter planted in the spring. With any trees, 
vines or shrubs that bear planting in the 
fall, this season is to be preferred, for 
several reasons against spring planting. 

September is the best month in the 
year to renew the currant plantation from 
cuttings or from division of new stools. 
Old stools may be carefully removed and 
divided, so as to retain vigorous, healthy 
wood and roots. These should be cut 
back somewhat, and planted at once In 
freshly prepared garden soil, where they 
can be hilled up heavily for winter. 

Don’t think you need pay no attention 
to the ration for growiDg birds. This 
consists in the nse of a variety of the 
cheapest grains and mill products of good 
qur’l'.y. When the fowls do not have ac- 
cess to insects, meat food of some other 
form is an absolute necessity. Lime, in the 
form of ground oyster shells, calcareous 
infa or old plaster should be provided 
together with plenty of green food and 
fresh water at all times. 


Starving one time and heavy feeding at 
another may be a good way, as one once 
claimed to get “streaks of lean and fat” in 
pork, bat it won’t make good regular 
growth fiber in wool bb many sheep own- 
ners have found when neglecting their 
sheep. No class of domestic animal pay 
better for their keep than good sheep, 
when we consider both the mutton and 
fleece.— Indiana Farmer. 

It is sometimes claimed that a garden 
becomes too rich, and that it produces an 
enormous growth of vine, with but little 
seeds or fruits. The difficulty is that the 
garden contains an excess of some kind 
of plant foods. Rotate the crops or make 
the garden in a new location, growing 
corn, potatoes and cabbage successively 
on the old location when it may be used 
as a garden plot again. It is doubtful, 
however, if a garden can be too rich. 


pasture is neglected and allowed to be- 
come uneven and grown up to all manner 
of weeds and brush, simply because the 
growth comes on each spring without 
work. There is no profit in weeds and 
bare spots in the pasture field. Kich and 
abundant pasture grasses are what is 
needed. To obtain rich pasture grasses 
the pasture soil must he rich and clean of 
obnoxious growth. Few permanent pas- 
tures carry as thick a stand of grass as 
the soil is able to support. Every square 
foot of the soil should be in a heavy stand 
of grass. The bare spots are a dead loss. 


Sloe Industry. 

With this week ends the season of sum- 
mer-clearance saes In the shoe stores, and 
fall lines mill take the places of the recent 
goods, but so broad is the field of choice 
that the seasons blend. The presence of 
heavier goods, and higher tops, in place 
of so many pumps and oxfords, defines 
the changing seasons, hut in colors there 
is no change. Black, brown and white 
are still shown, only the balance has 
changed in favor of the black, and white 
is the exception. The tans are to he 
common for fall and winter wear, especi- 
ally in men’s lines, and will mark the shoe 
for vigorous life; otherwise, the black 
calf, dull finish, with medium high toe and 
heel designed for comfort as well as neat- 
ness, will be the prevailing style. The 
tendency toward saner designs is moving 
retailers to think of a standardization of 
styles and of putting a stop to freaks. 
The desire is to have the changes from 
season to season and year to year as 
moderate as possible, since radical changes 
are an influence in pushing np prices to 
everyone, for the benefit of a few 
The early fall trade will he largely for 
outfitting the scholars, and children's 
shoes for school wear will figure largely 
in sales. Beyond that there will he a 
movement for the hunter who will be in 
need of heavy wear. 

For the staples the majority of styles in 
black will he button hoots. The lower- 
toe has been advocated, hut there are in- 
dications that a too low’ and fiat toe will 
not prove attractive. Especially will such 
styles be avoided by women who imagine 
that such styles seem to increase the si/.e 
of the foot. 

Manufacturers' preparations for next 
spring show that women’s styles will be 
attractive. The pumps will be a promi- 
nent feature in the selections, and a lace 
oxford will be oflered. It is expected 
that cloth-tops will figure more largely 
next spring than heretofore. In colors, 
white and tan shoes will be in the major- 
ity, and, for a combination, black and 
white shoes are to be offered. There will 
be variety enough to satisfy the most ex- 
acting. 

For several months manufacturers of 
shoes have been notifying distributors and 
consumers the prices of shoes were to 
be advanced on account of the conslautly 
increasing cost of production, which in- 
cludes labor and materials as the princi- 
pal factors. Now it has been definitely 
announced that wholesale prices have been 
advanced from 10 to 20 percent, and it is 
reported that manufacturers have been 
booking orders of good size even at this 
increased price, which amounts to from 
fifteen to twenty-five cents a pair, 
in some instances, which seems to 
show that distributors are willing 
to accept the situation. Spring sam- 
ples have been out for some time, ant! in 
a few days salesmen will be following 
them up with order-books open for fur- 
ther business. That the situation has 
been accepted with comparatively little 
fuss on the part of dealers is probably due 
to the fact that there is considerable 
ready money at hand and in sight on ac- 
count of the good agricultural and indus- 
trial situation, and it is probable that the 
advance of prices will have little disturb- 
ing effect. 

With prices so advanced, manufacturer* 
will be put to the test to make their out- 
put worth the moDey. The consumers 
who accept the higher prices ami pay 
them will expect that the value will be 
represented by the shoes. There will be 
inferior shoes at lower prices; the in- 
centive is greater now than ever befo*e, 
but the high-priced shoes will he expected 
to be as good in materials and make-up as 
can be produced for the pnc.; charged 
For this reason the Integrity of the shoe 
manufacturers will be put to a sterner 
test than nsnal.— Boston Transcript.

TRINIDAD'S CURIOUS LAKE. 

Ita Mass of Asphalt With Its Islands 
and Its Eddisa. 

The asphalt lake at Trinidad occu- 
pies a depression of about 114 acres 
and la probably the center of an ex- 
tinct volcano. It la a lake in most 
senses of tbe word, for there are well 
defined sboree and Islands scattered 
through It at intervals, and the surface 
Is in constant motion. There are also 
movements which may be ascribed to 
currents and eddies. Tbe center of tbe 
lake is about a foot higher than tbe 
edges, this relation being maintained, 
although the lake as a whole has been 
lowered by the constant removal of 
material from It 

Tbe depth of the deposit Is not ac- 
curately known, but the lake filla up 
quickly when tbe surface is removed. 
The surface is not level, but Is com- 
posed of irregular tumescent masses of 
Tarious sizes. Aa tbe spaces between 
are always full of water, these masses 
are prevented from coalescing. The 
softer part of the lake constantly 
evolves gas. which consists largely of 
carbon dioxide and sulphurated hy- 
drogen. and tbe pitch, which is honey- 
combed with gas cavities, continues to 
exhibit this action for some time after 
Ita removal from the lake 

The asphalt from Trinidad In Ita 
fresh state can be picked up and mold- 
ed without soiling tbe hands. Tbe sub- 
stance is pulled apart on the surface 
with picks, and the pieces are carted 
away to the ships. In the bay of Car- 
denas. Cuba, asphalt ta drawn up from 
the bed of the an through eight or 
nine feet of water.— Harper's Weekly.

As a general proposition, it is safe to 
say that poultry raising presents more ad- 
vantages than any other aingle branch of 
agriculture. 

Winter celery will need banking. Do 
this work on a dry day and when the 
ground is dry. Do not get soil into the 
heart of the plant, it will cause rot to set 
in. 

Crushed hone is a valuable fertilizer for 
fruit trees and may he used to advantage 
whenever it may be. secured at a reason- 
aide price. An application of 400 to <>00 
pounds of bone meal per acre will prove 
helpful on silt and clay soils. 

One reasou why so many have indiffer- 
ent success with poultry is that the birds 
arc ueglected during busy times. If you 
would make the most from poultry, ar- 
range all other work at all times to give 
the birds regular good daily care. Even 
a few days’ neglect may resnlt in trouble 
and disappointment 

There are many good and attractive 
breeds of chickens, yet it is not a good 
plan to try to keep several kinds. Any 
one kind is good if it is handled well. 
Select t he breed yon like best, and stick 
to that breed till yon are able to make 
them do all they are capable of doing. 

Those who feed bran to horses largely 
are most in favor of it. One ^f its advan- 
tages is in keeping the horse from becom- 
ing constipated on dry feed and grain. It 
is a cheap and valuable feed for horses at 
any time, and especially while changing 
their coats in the spring. 

Eggs and dressed poultry are perishable 
hut in this respect are not to be compared 
witli milk, fresh vegetables mod soft 
fruits, which must be rushed B market, 
regardless of weather, roads or market 
condition-. Poultry products may be 
held for a considerable period of time to 
avoid sale during any temporary period 
of oversupply. 

The farmer who is raising a family of 
children and wishes them to grow up 
healthy and happy, should have abundance 
and variety of choice frnits for all the 
seasous. There is nothing a child likes 
so well as fruit, and the more of it chil- 
dren have the happier they will be. It is 
easier and cheaper to grow fruit on the 
farm than to pay doctor’s bills. 

There is nothing calculated to check 
milk (low in a dairy cow more effectually 
than being chased around a yard by a cur- 
sing, loud mouthed man or hoy and being 
ever and anon pounded over head or rump 
with club or milk stool. Not long ago 
we saw a pretty likely looking heifer pul 
through this kind of mill by a couple of 
little heathens, whose treatment would be 
sutlicient to cause a cow to give skim 
milk, sour milk or no milk at all. 


Tiiere is considerable art and applica- 
tion and patience needed to breed winning 
Barred Rocks. They can not be thrown 
together haphazard and good results be 
obtained. It has taken many of our best 
breeders almost a lifetime to perfect and 
keep in perfection the strain which they 
are breeding, and yet they are probably 
more enthusiastic over the merits of their 
variety than are the breeders of some 
other fowl, which reqnires less skill. 

Don’t dip your Angers in the pail of 
milk to lubricate the cow’s teats while 
milking. Good dairymen absolutely pro- 
hibit the practice because it taints the 
milk and consequently injures the quality 
of the product from the inilk. Bathing 
the teats and bag in cool water in summer 
takes off the dirt and it soothes the cow. 
This cannot be done in winter or the 
teats will chap and crack. Knb the teats 
and ndder with the hand, and much of the 
dust and scarf skin will come off. 


Shoe Industry. 

This week sees the real beginning of 
the autumn season in the hoot and shoe 
trade, but with the exception of the de- 
mands peculiar to the period the move- 
ment of fall footwear has not begun, and 
will not until cooler weather becomes 
more constant. So long as summer tem- 
perature permits straw hats and shirt- 
waists, summer-weight sh'*es will be sat- 
isfactory and desirable. 

Kail styles show more button hoots for 
women than lace boots, in spite of the 
efforts of some manufacturers to prove 
that the button boot is the poorer Atting 
article. Dealers do not haudle button 
hoots with satisfaction, for so many pairs 
require readjustment of the buttons that 
the slender pro At is affect4>d. 

The shoe markets offer a variety of 
goods, and indicate that the wearer should 
possess several pairs, as both black and 
brown shoes have uses which fashion 
directs to be distinct. The Kussia calf 
hoots are presented in stylish shapes for 
fall wear, which suggests that for out- 
door wear they are to be preferred, leaving 
indoor service to the dull blacks and pat- 
ents. That means at least three pairs of 
boots to each woman for correct service. 
Shoe dealers expect white buck hoots will 
he sold and worn until snow covers the 
ground. 

Every indication in the leather and shoe 
market points to still higher prices. The 
advance seems to be based on the work- 
ing of the law of demand and supply, af- 
fected by subservience to fashion on tile 
part of the consumers — the increased 
uses for leather on the one hand and, on 
the other, the lessening supply of hides. 

This situation is show n by the steady 
demand for Kussia calf shoes, which are 
no longer conAned to any one season, j 
This enormous demand has completely ab- 
sorbed the supply of calf skins, thereby '. 
raising the value of such stock, as over- 
Aowed into a cowhide section, and having 
developed a “near-calf” leather, has even 
raised the value of that commodity. 

The sources of supply of hides and , 
skins are increasingly taxed, since the de- 
mands of automobiles for clean, unmarked 
hides, leather has increased, and the 
fashion of fur coats for women has af- 
fected the supply of Russian pony hides, i 
diverting them from former uses. The , 
demand for calf skins being so large has 
made the market attractive for stock 
raisers, and where a calf becomes veal 
and calf skin leather the supply of cow- * 
hide leather is so much reduced (as well 
as the beef supply.) Between these mill- 
stones of fashions and human aspirations 
to make a show, the whole community is 
being gronnd till their pockettiooks ooze I 
more dollars to pay for more costly shoes. ^ 
The advance continues. Tanners increase 
their prices because the demand for leather 
makes it possible; shoe manufacturers in- 
crease their prices because they have to 
pay the tanners prices, and the consumer j 
pays the double advance and is the only I 
one who loses in the transaction, being 
out more money and often possessing in- 
ferior shoes. 

How long this can he maintained is a 
matter of speculation to the shoe and 
leather trades, but they are purveying to 
the demand of the consumer, who must 
have automobiles and calf-skin shoes even 
if many go barefooted in the end because 
of this method of double-destruction of 
sources of supply. 

When the break-away from present 
methods will come no one can say. It 
may be several years, hut the tension can- 
not be maintained indefinitely. — Boston 
Transcript. I

You have heard that the fool and his 
money are soon parted You may have 
wondered hoxx the fool got any money to 
part xx ith ; but the lart remains that he 
appears to have a plenty and seems very- 
ready to separate himself from it. 

If you doubt this, go to your nearest 
agricultural fair and spend a half hour hi 
faker’s row. There you xvill see money 
tioxx iug free as xxater from the clouds of 
April 

There are those “all prize, no blanks” 
lotteries where one turns a xv heel or drops 
a marble into a slot and gets a prize at 
every try. The prizes vary from a stick 
pm to a xx at eh and there is alxvays the 
possibility of getting a dollar's xxorih 
(supposedly) for a dime. 

The love of a bargain seems to be the 
root of success yy itli this class of faker. 
When the bystanders sec one mat) xvalk 
ofi yyitli a watch, it proves too much for 
their cupidity. There follows a shoxw-r 
of dimes for the faker and a succession 
of disappointed people who turn away ex- 
amining somewhat dubiously tin- small 
favors they have won. 

There is, be-ides, another class of faker 
who depends for his patronage not so 
much on the bargain craze on on the con- 
fidence people have in their skill a- marks- 
men. 

It may sound easy to “hit the negro on 
the head and get five dollars,” hut very 
fexx people have ever seeu it done. Yet 
the attempt remains a popular pastime 
and almost countless are iis variations 
presented at the fair. 

You may throw a baseball (three shots 
for a dime) at an assortment of glass- 
xxnre hung on wires; you may, at the 
same rate, attempt to break a pane of 
glass or knock a uinepiu oil a table: votir 
success in any of these activities to be re- 
warded with a perfectly good Cnited 
States dollar. 

There is a fascination in trying, but 
common sense would tell us that the 
chances of success are very small, else 
hoxx does the faker continue in tlie biisi- 
ness? The deed looks simple enough 
and the average man’s pride in Ins aim 
keeps the ball moving. 

A faker sometimes finds it expedient to 
do a bit of advertising in his oxvu way to 
make his game appear popular. 

If you join a crowd about a ring-toss- 
ing contest, you may notice there a boy 
xxho repeatedly hands out a dime for the 
seven rings xvhich constitute one trial. 
He aims i-acli of the seven at just one ob- 
ject, a round candy box on the front roxx 
and about once iu five throxxs he “rings 
it.” 

The faker reaches under the table and 
passes him a box of candy which he lays 
on the rail and proceeds to play for an- 
other. When he has four boxes to his 
credit he begs for an empty carton into 
xvhich he piles Ins prizes and begins to 
haxvk them amongst the crowd at 
“Twenty-five cents a box.” 

They w ho stand about the game enjoy 
a good laugh at what they consider tlie 
boy’s enterprising spirit and the faker's 
assistant expresses great disgust that the 
hoy should be alloxved to xvin so many. 
lTesently the assistant, xx itli a great show 
of disgust, tings himself out of the en- 
closure aud xvandets ofi' down the row. 

This move strengthens your suspicion 
that the boy is a part of the business and 
vou resolve to linger long enough to see 
if the boy brings the boxes back. It takes 
some time to accomplish this result, but 
after a while the crowd thins out and 
melts away. Moving off with them, you 
look hack in time to see the hoy and the 
a-'i-tant strolling alopg together toward 
the enclosure, the a-sistaut carrying the 
carton of boxes.

Shoe Industry. 

Although it is well into September 
autumnal business in the shoe stores lias 
not developed. 

This is due to tlie warm weather, and 
so long as it continues little new business 
w ill be seen. In some parts of the coun- 
try, especially where the great crop con- 
ditions have been assured, fall trade is 
beginning hut it is not the index of the 
retail situation- The present condition is 
nothing unusual or unexpected ; in other 
years the real fall movement lias not lie- 
gun until October. All depends on 
weather conditions and a cold rain or a 
week of frosty air will give a boost to 
the sale of high hoots that no other influ- 
ence can assure. Aside from the sale of 
goods for school children nothing of mo- 
ment lias transpired. 

It is expected that high-cut tans will he 
leaders in fall lines as soon as buying be- 
gins. The popularity of brown shoes is 
extending through the whole year, and 
the dealers expect to handle a large quan- 
tity in the spring lines. Some think du!| 
blacks will take second place. 

The season of social, indoor life is ap- 
proaching, and black calf and patent 
leather hoots will And the usual call. 

Samples of the spring of 11*13 shoes are 
attracting the attention of tlie trade, and 
there is little marked variation from last 
season. It is evident that button hoots 
w ill he offered as standard in both men’s 
and women's styles. Toes are less freaky, 
being sulllciently high for comfort nnd to 
retain, in a measure, the appearance of 
the hump, hut so modeled as t.o lie well- 
rounded and moderate in height. The 
heels on men's hoots and shoes are 
moderate in height, ami there is a reason- 
able variety in widths. In women's lines 
there has been a reduction of heights till 
the new styles are more like the men's, 
with more hearing surface on tlie ground. 
The widening of the heels has necessita- 
ted a corresponding widening of the 
shanks, giving a better hearing for the 
waist of tin' foot, ami distributing tlie 
weight, not forcing it down on tlie hall 
of the foot. 

I n materials, calf-leather, both dull black 
and brown, will be largely used in men’s 
goods. For women’s wear the variety 
will lie greater, patent leather, white buck 
and fabrics of dillerent kinds being added. 

Staple methods of ornamentation will 
ho employed. Perforations will he small, 
with rope-stitching on edges and tops. 

The question of prices continues to dis- 
turb the shoe dealers. They recognize 
that manufacturers will charge more in 
the future for tlie same grade, or will 
charge the same for a poorer grade I t 
has been the custom to retail shoes at 
prices representing the even dollar or 
half dollar, hut the present advance of 
prices to the retailer, it is believed, will 
oblige him to change his methods, and 
w here he pays 81.75 for a shoe which is 
really equal to and even better than the 
same grade at .$1.(10, he will have to retail 
it at $2.25, instead of $2. 

Whether the customer will accept tlie 
new shoe at the advanced price, or expect 
to pay $2, for which an inferior shoe must 
he taken, is tlie problem before the shoe 
retailer. 

There is growing sentiment among the 
retail shoe dealers of the country against 
the freak shoe, which is every way com- 
mendable, for they claim that such shoes 
are the cause of cut-raste sales. There is 
a demand Iiy a class of underdone human- 
ity for footwear which is different from 
the shoes ordinarily worn. The dealers 
have felt obliged to cater to this class of 
trade, since the manufacturers had called 
the attention of the public to the novel- 
ties. Now, having experienced the losses 
entailed by such business, the retailers in 
conventions have expressed themselves as 
bitterly opposed to these freak designs, 
ami intend to handle nothing tint the stand- 
ard leathers made up in the staple designs, 
and they are reported to he asking their 
manufacturers to standardize their styles. 
Manufacturers have already taken action, 
as the spring styles show very few freak- 
ish designs. Shoe designers have found 
that, obeying tlie demands for hygienic 
footwear, it is still possible with the va- 
riety of leathers used, to make shoes that 
while primarily comfortable, are still neat 
in appearance, and thoroughly suhstau-

If the hroOrf mare must he worked 
heavily during the fail months, her spring 
foal should lie weaned early in the fall. It 
will be better for both. 


Bank up celery for blanching as the cool 
days of fall come on, and cover the rows 
with straw or old carpets on frosty nights 
removing the cover during the day. 

If your neighbor is fool enough to sell 
his best cow it may he a good investment 
for you to buy her, hut he sure that lie is 
a fool and that the cow is a good one be- 
fore huving. — Iowa Homestead. 


Send for and look over fall catalogues. 
Make selections of seeds, bulbs, plants 
and trees for fall planting. Some of 
these must he planted in the fall and at no 
other time. Some may lie planted at 
other seasons yet they will do better if 
planted in the fall. 

Spraying in winter is for hud moth and 
various leaf rollers and also for apple 
seal> Another spraying and probably the 
most important, of the Season is the one 
that immediately follows the blossoming 
period and should be applied as soon as 
the petals drop. 

Compost the hen manure; use one bar- 
ren of it with a horse load of loam, a layer 
of earth and a layer of manure: let it lie 
ten days, then mix it thoroughly, allow- 
ing it to lie some time longer before us- 
in^. This composition makes the cheap- 
est fertilizer in the world. For straw- 
berries it is unequalled ; it has no equal 
for producing large berries and large 
crops.

General directions for cutting corn for 
silage is to cut it when the kernels of 
corn have begun to dent well. However, 
experience of practical dairymen and 
beef-growers lias proved that corn for 
silane is best when it is cut at a more 
mature stage; t hat is, when all of t he 
grain is deeply dented, hard and almost 
mature, with not more titan one-half of 
the imsks and blades of the corn green. 
Greener corn makes jucier silage, yet this 
silage contains less actual feeding value. 
It is more sour, and perhaps is more apt 
to spoil 111 the silo before complete settling 
and cold weather come about to aid in 
preserving. 


What are the profits in poultry is the 
question most asked by the beginner. In 
the poultry business, like all other lines 
of business, there is no stated profits. It 
depends wholly upon how much knowledge 
the beginner has: the location of the 
plant, large or small, soil conditions, 
nearness to railroads and markets. There 
are many successful poultry raisers, hut 
net profits are seldom just alike, due to 
different conditions, the skill of the oper- 
ator, etc., There is a good profit in poul- 
try for the money invested, to any one 
who is willing to work and learn. The 
average poultry raiser, large and small, 
commercially is making a net profit of 
81.50 to 82.50 per fowl There are ex- 
I ceptions and these make a higher average.

It is easy enough to say that we must 
not judge people till we kuuw them well, 
hut we sometimes find that we have un- 
derestimated the necessity of trailing till 
all the evidence is in. 

Just think how many of us appear to 
disadvantage on slight acquaintance. 
There is always a degree of embarrass- 
ment attendant upon the makiug of new 
acquaintance*. Until we have found n 
common interest there is hound to lie 
more or less misunderstanding, w hich is 
tie- root of misjudgement. 

Perhaps you remember that woman, 
the wife of the new mill agent, who was 
so little understood by the village people. 
No oue seemed to like her. She was 
given up a* a hopeless problem by the 
woun n of tiie neighborhood who attemp- 
ted to make friends with her. 

She could talk of nothing they were in- 
terested In. You believed, with your 
townswomen, that she was shadow and 
uninteresting. You could not see what 
attracted her husband to her. You ques- 
tioned his good taste. 

Then, one flay, you changed your mind. 
Yon called on her one afternoon and 
found her sewing for her little daughter, 
who played ahont the room. The con- 
versation launched quite easily into the 
subject of the training of- children, and 
very quietly, wholly without show, this 
“shallow” woman gave you a glimpse of 
her great talent. You listened spell- 
bound to her words of wisdom anti 
blushed with shame that you had ever 
supposed her dull. 

To one not interested in the training of 
children, her words would have fallen on 
stony ground; she would have been aa 
much of a bore as ever. But because she 
recognized a kindred spirit she was williug 
to blossom out into her real self. 

It was similarly the case with the hoy 
who delivers the milk at your door. You 
judged hitn to be a thoughtless sort of 
chap without much ambition, until one 
day you happened into his milkrooin aud 
surprised him into a discussion of modern 
methods of handling milk. Then he for- 
got his shyness, which was the cause of 
his apparent lack of ambition, and talked 
with great ease and eagerness of his hopes 
for tile future of tin; business. 

Nothing is more misleading than insuffi- 
cient knowledge of a person or subject. 
Until you have broken through the reserve 
under which so mauy people hide their 
real selves, you are not competent to 
judge them dull or uninteresting. 

It is just the same tvith subjects con- 
cerning which you are uninformed. As- 
tronomy, for example, may be very prosy 
to von today; but if you can start with a 
few simple facts that you can understand 
and proceed by careful stages to the mas- 
tery others, you will And yourself vastly 
interested in calculations of time and space 
which formerly you considered finite be- 
yond your mental grasp. 

It has been said that intelligent people 
are most easily bored, lmt it is paradoxi- 
cally true that intelligent people are most 
easily interested. They are familiar with 
a variety of subjects and know how most 
quickly to establish common ground be- 
tween themselves aud new acquaintances.

Shoe Industry. 

Another week of mild temperature in 
New England has delayed the distribution 
of fall shoes by so many days. In other 
parts of the country climatic conditions 
have been more favorable to the trade, 
lint iu general the fall season in tlx* retail 
stores lias not really begun. The only 
activity is among tite wholesalers who 
are sending fall lines to the retailers. So 
far the selections have been tan-calf goods 
with a smattering of white buck high 
shoes for women. The preference is for 
button goods, though lace boots are en- 
joying a reasonable run. 

Shoe buying is in progress in various 
parts of the country, dealers placing their 
orders for their spring lines, it is pos- 
sible that linying will be moderate in the 
Northwest because a cool summer lias re- 
tarded the sale of summer staples, and 
dealers are planning to carry them over 
to next year, in hope of better success. 

In many instances tlx* buyers look and 
listen anti then decide to ad, because the 
prices named are considered too high 
This action will result in a delay at the 
factory and a rush just before tlx* new 
season begins to get the needed supplies 
at prices possibly advanced over those now 
quoted The custom of delaying contracts 
in the expectation of more favorable 
prices lias not worked out well ill recent 
years. Congestion of orders is sure to 
follow. Present delay will only increase 
the cost to the buyer. 

Manufacturers .stoutly ullirin that even 
at the present prices, shoes of higher 
grade are supplied, and the effort is con- 
stant to improve the quality as much as 
human ingenuity permits. 

Kegarditig tlx* proposed advance of 
prices of shoes, dealers and manufuclur- 
ers claim that they are not to blame for 
tile increased cost of production. That 
is due to the increasing demand fur shoes 
and the advancing cost of manufacture, 
which includes tlx* premium on leather 
owing to the decreased quantity of hides. 

The argument is good for all concerned 
in tlx* iiianiifacliii'e and distribution. The 
tanner is not responsible for the fewer 
hides, and the one left to bear the burden, 
an equally irresponsible party is the con- 
sumer; he pays anyway. 

The solution of the problem probably 
lies with tlx* consumer. If the use of 
calf leather were to lie prohibited by the 
trade ami fashion for live years the cost 
of shoe material would be reduced and 
tlie supply enlarged. If reasonable sub- 
stitutes be made useof instead of leather, 
such as fabrics and artificial leather, a 
reduction of values would lie possible for 
a time. It is hardly jmsstiile, however, 
for the consumers to unite to help them- 
selves. Although the natural life of an 
all-leather shoe is less than the lasting 
qualities of leather, the thought of a sub- 
stitute in any or all parts, which would 
wear as long as the wearer desired to use 
tlie shoe, is not relished iiy tlie majority. 
Their belief in leathei is inherited from 
many other generations, and they imagine 
a leather substitute cannot be depended 
on to do even a part of the work assigned 
to leather. That a revulsion of opinion 
must come in this matter seems the only 
way of relieving tlie situation. 

Tins use of substitutes for leather must 
not tie confined to the manufacture of 
shoes alone. The thoiisaud-uixl-one ways 
in which real leather is used might be 
considerably reduced, as •• already lias 
been somewhat reduced, Generally where 
a substitute lias been adopted after an in- 
telligent test, the substitue continues to 
lie used and leather is forgotten.
